interest are extremely low in this city. This is 
only a matter of fact, it is true. Still, the Inter- 
Ocenn deserves credit for telling the truth about 
it, the more so as this fact is of itself an entire 
refutation of its own views, as well as of 
those of Messrs. Scammon, Logan, Morton, et al., 
on the currency quostion. If interest is low, 
then money, or rather loans, are plenty and 
trade is good. The Inter-Ocean endeavors to ex- 
plain away the fact of the low rate of interest by 
attributing it to a lack of confidence. Lack of 
confidence, we would inform our contemporary, 
manifests itself in high rates of iuterest or dis- 
count, in bankruptcy and panics, not in 
low rates, or, in the fact that the 
country bank deposits with their correspondents 
are very large.” The rate of interest is low, 
because there is more capital offered in loans 
than is demanded,—in other words, because 
there is more wealth being produced than con- 
sumed. This iss healthy state of affairs, and 
a piece of information for which Logan will not, 
perhaps, thank his organ. We find it difficult 
in the light of these facts to understand 
what that paper means by saying that 
“It is the duty of Congress to let the 
people have just as much currency as they want 
or imagine they want.”

1. On the 8th of June, 1872, inconformity with 
the law, Secretary Boutwoli directed that parties 
applying for contracts should set forth in a 
written statement, under oath to be held in his 
office, the character in detail of the claim, the 
name of the person, firm, or corporation with- 
holding money, the laws by violation of which 
the money has been withheld, and the evidence 
by which the claim is to be supported; upon 
doing which a written contract will be made 
upon such terms and conditions as he shall 
deem best for the interests of tho United 
States.” This order was persistently ignored 
and not even recognized by Sanborn as worthy 
of a moment's consideration. When he applied 
for his railroad contract, he furnished a list of 
592 railroad companies taken from amanual, and, 
as he afterwards confessed, had knowledge of 
the delinquency of only 100 of them. The Treasury 
officials themselves required no affidavit, but 
simply told him it made no difference, and to 
“put them all in.“ Acting on this advice, he 
not only put all the railroads in, but he put 
everything else in. Banks, insurance compa- 
nies, and mercantile firms were put in by the 
wholesale, and thus his contract, which only 


called for the collection of back taxes where a 


delinquency was known to exist, was in reality 
distorted into a permit to place every mercan- 
tile firm and corporation under suspicion, to 
seize their books and papers, and to black- 
mail them. Under this illegal and mon- 
strous construction of, his contract, in which 
he was sided and abetted by the carelessness of 
Treasury officials, his power was absolute, and 
even more comprehensive than that of the Inter- 
2. The law under which these contracta 
made provides for the employment of three per- 
sons to assist the proper officers in discovering 
and collecting,—the proper officers, of course, 
being the Internal Revenue officers,—while 
the contracts provide that the contract- 
ors’ may “proceed to collect,” thus ig- 
noring the Internal Revenue Bureau alto- 
gether. Instead of Sanborn’s assisting the In- 
ternal Revenue Department, the Internal Rev- 
enue Department was made to assist Sanborn. 
The Secretary of the Treasury coolly ignored the 
agency of. the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue. The whole power of the Internal Rev-

The Senate Finance Committee has agreed 
upon a bill differing in many important particu- 
lars from any of those introduced in the House, 
It fixes the limit of the legal-tender circulation 
at $382,000,000, which is about the amount now 
outstanding; authorizes the issue of $164, 000, 000 
additional banking circulation, and provides that 
legal-tenders shall be retired in the proportion 
of $500,000 for every $1,000,000 of new circula- 
tion taken up by the banks until the total vol- 
ume of outstanding legal-tenders shall have been 
reduced to $300,000,000. The bill names Jan. 1, 
1877, as the time for the resumption of specie- 
payments. These provisions will be offered for 
incerporation in the House bill which is now un- 
der consideration in the Senate. In case they 
are agreed to, the bill as it came from the House 
will be essentially altered. Instead of free 
banking, the increase of National Banking cur- 
rency is limited, and this can only be obtained 
by a proportionate reduction of the outstanding 
legal-tenders. Either Mr. Butler's bill or Mr. 
Dawes’ bill would be far more acceptable to the 
inflationists m Congress than the House bill so 
changed as to meet the views of the Senate 
Committee.

Upon this 
point the report of the Committee gives no hint, 
but at the same time it displays a laxity in the 
manner of conducting business in the Treasury 
Department which ought to bring down the 
severest censure upon all concerned, irrespective 
of any considerations of corruption.

The Faculty of the University of Michigan, 
after mature deliberation, have suspended eighty 
seven students of the freshman and sophomore 
classes until next September, for the practice of 
that college nuisance known as “ hazing,”—a 
custom devoid of wit, or fun, dr any other fea- 
ture to redeem it, and usually practiced upon 
those whe are too timorous to resentit. It has 
been more than once fatal, and has more than 
once permanently injured its victims. It 
is at best but a development of collegiate rowdy- 
ism, and very few students who have any gentle- 
manly traits of character have indulged in it 
without being ashamed of themselves after- 
wards. Under the circumstances, which were 
outrageous of themselves, and which were 
aggravated by the subsequent rowdyish if not 
riotous proceedings of these students, the action 
of the Faculty has been very lenient. The dis- 
cipline of the institution must be maintained, or 
the Faculty might as well quit their seats. It is 
very probable that the suspended parties will 
consider themselves as victims and mar- 
tyrs, but they will not succeed in 
enlisting much sympathy outside the 
college walls. If, on the other hand, they devote 
the next two months to sensible reflection, they 
will undoubtedly return to college in September 
with the determination to comport themselves 
as gentlemen, and with the conviction that it is 
not a part of their duties to interfere with the 
government of the University. There are ample 
opportunities for fun and sport in college life 
without resorting to practices which paktake 
very largely of the nature of both a nuisance 
and an outrage, which the victims are powerless 
to resent in any other way than by retaliation in 
kind upon others. 


WESTERN FINANCE. 


Mrs. Lockwood, of Washington, wants to be 
admitted to practice law before the Court of 
Claims in that city. Whether she should be ad- 
mitted or not, whether it is lawful to admit her 
or not, is the question which all the legal lore in 
Washington is called upon to discuss.
